SCHOOL REPORT. 


We have maintained schools on Atwell Hill and both 
schools in south part of town thirty weeks. In theee schools 
we have made no change of teachers during the time; all 
seem satisfied and'the scholars have made good improve- 
ment. On the east side we found small scholars so that it 
seemed best to maintain a school there for seventeen week<, 
those on the other side of the river kindly helping out the 
number of scholars instead of going to the village, and this 
school was also successful. On Ellsworth hill we had only 
twenty-six weeks on account of snow and inability of schol- 
ars to attend. At the close of the summer term the school 
appeared well and the average attendance was fair, but the 
fall and winter terms were not what we might wish on ac- 
count of poor attendance occasioned, no doubt, largely by 
sickness. Part of the scholars from this school, as well as 
from the east side, attended at the village after their 
schools closed. In the village we commenced the spring 
term with only one teacher but were satisfied after a short 
trial that the small scholars could not receive the attention 
necessary from the teacher to obtain the best results. We 
then hired an assistant and the summer school was satisfac- 
tory. In the fall and part of the winter term one teacher 
would probably have been sufficient on account of poor at- 


tendance occasioned, as on Ellsworth hill, by whooping 
cough, but we hired two teachers with the expectation that 
all would be able to attend. 


The whole number of different pupils attending during 
the last three terms were 132. Enumeration by truant

officers in April show forty-eight boys and forty-nine girls 
between five and sixteen years of age. 

Teachers’ names, number of weeks taught by each and 
wages will be found in school treasurer’s report.
